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Born in Glengarry County, in the province of 
Ontario, Miss Howard attended public school in 
the little village of Lancaster, and high school in 
the still smaller village of Williamstown. 

Most of the pupils came to Williamstown from 
neighbouring farms and hamlets, converging on 
the village every Monday in all types of horse- 
drawn, vehicles, boarding there all week, about 
half-a-dozen to a house, and scattering away to 
their homes on Friday. 

During the week, recreation was limited to 
the period between four o'clock and six. Home- 
work occupied every evening. One sat down about 
seven o'clock and did one’s assignments whether 
they took one hour or five. 

“The principal of the school dictated our lives,” 
Miss Howard recalls, “not only during school hours 
but at other times as well. Many an evening we 
would hear a loud peremptory knock which chilled 
our young hearts as much as the knocking on the 
gate did Macbeth’s and when our landlady opened 
the door, we listened with bated breath to the 
principal’s deep, stern voice asking, ‘Are all your 
students in and at work?’ and when she had assured 
him that we were, and he had gone, we would 
scamper to see the receding figure of Authority as 
it stalked away into the night.” 

Miss Howard confessed that there was, of 
course, quite a lot of underground fun, but declared 
that on the whole the work routine was formidable. 

While at McGill University in Montreal, Miss 
Howard lived in the girls’ residence, specialized in 
English, saw her first stage play, heard her first 
grand opera, had her first ride in an automobile, 
belonged to the Public Speaking and Debating 
Society, played basketball, and became girls’ senior 
president in her final year. 

Having graduated in May, 1914, Miss Howard 
came to Edmonton to teach at H. A. Gray Public 
School. Later she was vice-principal there, and then 
principal of Delton. Finally she found herself 
teaching high school English, History, Geometry 
and Algebra at the Old Technical High school 
on 95 street. 

“What a school! What a life!’ Miss Howard 
exclaimed. “The place had once been the city car 
barns. Having deteriorated too much to house 
Edmonton’s street cars, it was given over to educa- 
ion. I taught English in a grim little central room 
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with a leaky roof. The room was separated by 
only plywood walls from the shops. The millinery 
class kept their materials in an enormous cupboard 
on the only side of my room not bounded by a shop, 
and right behind my back was the only tap and sink 
available for the art classes. Talk about the Gate- 
way to the North! As I taught, budding milliners 
burrowed in the cupboard for bits of wire and vel- 
vet and this and that, potential artists came and 
went to wash their brushes and fill their dishes 
with water, and now and again one of these in- 
truders would stand ruminatively chewing his gum 
and staring at me in the most unnerving way be- 
fore he went about his business. But ignoring them 
all as best I could, and adjusting my voice to the 
scream of the buzz-saw, the whine of the lathes, 
and the thud of the printing-press, I doggedly tried 
to reveal to my patient pupils the magnificence of 
Shakespeare and_ the delicacy of Shelley. 

That old edifice was finally abandoned, and 
we moved into one on First Street—a discarded 
market building this time.” 

Transferred from Tech to Vic, Miss Howard 
taught some English and a lot of Drama, having 
studied the latter subject at the University of Wash- 
ington and at Columbia. 


There followed years when Miss Howard dir- 
ected plays for Vic and for the Little Theatre, and 
for the University of Alberta Summer School where 
she sometimes taught. 

“Those were my vintage years,” said Miss How- 
ard nostalgically. 

She is proud that she was given the Canadian 
Drama Award for her activities in the drama field. 

Asked if she had any message for the 1957 
graduates, Miss Howard said, “Well not a message 
exactly; but if I were a good fairy that had power 
to endow each graduate with some quality that he 
lacks, I should make sure that each one was equip- 
ped with honesty; and after that I’d check for 
courage and kindness. I believe that the world 
could be a very good place if we all had the courage 
a ae honest and kind in thought and word and 

eed. 

“But what about intelligence?” Miss Howard 
was asked. “Wouldn’t you need to endow some 
of the graduates with that?” 

“Oh,” she said with a twinkle, “all Vic grad- 
uates have brains!” 
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Mr. R. K. Colter, B.A., M.A. 


Mr. Robert Kennedy Colter was born on Feb. 
23, 1892, in Medicine Hat, Assiniboia, in the North- 
west Territories (capital city, Regina) which makes 
him 13 years older than the province, which later 
became his home. He received his public and 
high school education in the Medicine Hat schools. 

When asked to name some incidents in his 
early school days he said, “Well! I remember school 
being let out one day so we could fight a prairie 
fire which was bearing down upon our institution 
of learning. On another occasion I remember some 
boys killing a rattlesnake in the corner of the 
school yard while the younger ‘fry’, including 
myself, stood by, looking on with admiration. In 
those days one of our ambitions was to kill a rattle- 
snake and strip it of its rattles—an ambition which 
many of us later realized. I also recall school be- 
ing let out one day at 3 p.m. when news arrived of 
the death of Queen Victoria.” 

“That was a great ranching country from which 
thousands of head of cattle were shipped each year 
to eastern markets. It was not uncommon—and 
a great sight—to see cowboys driving huge herds 
of cattle and occasionally fording them across the 
South Saskatchewan river. As we grew older it 
was every boy’s ambition to become a cowboy and 
most boys of 12 years of age, including myself, had 
a horse to ride. For extra adventure we sometimes 
adjourned to the stock yards where we mounted, 
and in most cases were thrown from dogies (range 
calves). It was great sport.” 


“When a boy quit school in those days there 
were two chief occupations which he might follow 
—work for the railroad or become a ranch hand. 
I by-passed them both to become a teacher.” 


“In my final year in High School called Stand- 
ard VIII (now called grade X11), Dr. Tory, president 
elect of the University of Alberta, about to open in 
September 1909, addressed our graduating class 
(5 students), describing the advantages of a univer- 
sity education. Then and there I decided to get a 
university education. Had I entered the U. of A. 
that fall I would have graduated with the first 
graduating class in 1912. However, I went teach- 
ing for 3 years. The current salary in those days 
was $720 a year.” 

Mr. Colter entered the U. of A. in 1912. Four 
years later he was elected president of the Students’ 
Union. Before the year was over, however, he 
went overseas as a gunner in the Canadian Field 
Artillery bearing the number 1215215. 


He saw service in France in those final thril- 
ling 6 months of the war which took him from 
Vimy Ridge to Mons on the evening of November 
10, 1918, where the opening engagement of the 
war—between German and British troops—had 
taken place 4 years earlier. Following the Armis- 
tice, next day, the march to Cologne, Germany, be- 
gan, passing near the old battle field of Waterloo 
in Belgium. 

With other Canadian soldiers he was permitted 
to return to England to the Khaki University at 
Refon, Yorkshire, to study University courses while 
awaiting transportation home. Here he was also 
elected president of the Students’ Union. “The 
highlight of the stay here”, he said, “was when the 
student body chartered a train which carried its 
1,000 members to the seaside resort at Scarborough 
for a day’s outing.” 

Mr. Colter returned to Alberta in 1919 and a 
year later got his B.A. degree. In 1920 he was 
offered the position of Inspector of schools by the 
Alberta Government but turned it down. The 
next year he also got himself a wife, after waiting 
seven years for her to grow up. (He taught her 
in ae first school). He earned his M.A. degree in 
1935. 

“Casey” Colter was an active baseball and 
hockey player in the towns of Redcliff, Peace 
River town, Hardisty and Innisfail, where he held 
down principalships. While at the University he 
played hockey on the University Team and was 
also president of the hockey club while there. 

The Colters have three sons, all having doc- 
tor’s degrees— two Ph. D’s and one M.D. 

“Vic used to be more of an academic school 
then, (1929-49) than it is now,” he reflected, “and 
standards were higher, due to stiffer Departmental 
examinations”. From 1947-1950 he was president 
of the High School Teachers’ Association. 

Mr. and Mrs. Colter, who have already travel- 
led in eight of the ten provinces and forty-two of 
the forty-eight states of the U.S. plan to “pick up” 
the remaining half dozen in the next two winters 
and then are looking forward to visiting several 
of the countries of Western Europe in 1959 or 1960. 
He has lived during the reigns of six British sover- 
iegns. His parting remark,—“It was with shaking 
knees that I entered my first class room, January 
14, 1910, and it is with shaking knees that I leave my 
last one—in the first case the cause was Mother's 


sons and daughters; on this occasion it is Father 
Time”.

However, she discovers she can avoid this mar- 
riage if she disguises herself as her brother and 
replaces him at the palace. 


She leaves the lottery ticket for the count, but it 
falls into the hands of Ladislaus and he holds it as 
a trump card over the count. 


Meanwhile a band of apparently mercenary 
gypsies arrive at the palace and iuqatel ve buys the 
gypsy fortune teller, Musette, from her parents, in- 
tending to subsititute her for Irma at the wedding. 


To aid this the count’s monocle is broken and he 
is practically blind. 


The first act closes with the prospect of his 
marriage to Musette, the gypsy girl. 


In act two, the gypsies return to steal Musette, 
but she has decided to become a countess and sends 
them away. However, the count has discovered the 
plot to marry him off to the gypsy girl and insists 
that Irma keep her promise. 


Because the lottery ticket has been stolen from 
Ladislaus, it seems she must go through with the 
marriage to save her brother. 


At the last minute we learn that her brother has 
not deserted, but is on a secret mission for the king; 
and the lottery ticket turns up, but due to a whimsy 
of the Queen it is no Jonger significant.

The publications staff of Victoria Composite is 
responsible for informing the students through four 
different media. The high degree of co-operation 
achieved among the large staff plus the time and 
effort they put in has resulted in publications of a 
very high calibre.

Vie’s Awards System 


Victoria Composite High School’s Award Sys- 
tem recognizes those students who have achieved 
outstanding leadership in academic, athletic, and 
extra-curricular work. The highest awards in the 
school are the Citizenship Awards. The C. O. Hicks 
award for boys and the J. P. Page award for girls 
are awarded to two Grade XII students on the basis 
of their services to the school during their high 
school careers. 


Academic awards are given for outstanding 
achievement in curricular work. The Major Aca- 
demic Award, this year, was presented to those 
students having obtained an average of eighty per 
cent or more. The Special Abilities Award recog- 
nizes outstanding ability in the shop subjects and 
the fine arts field. The Special Award is a service 
award. The academic, special abilities and special 
awards consist of pins suitably engraved. 


The Tom Davies Memorial Trophy is awarded 
to the boys of the intramural sports group obtaining 
the highest number of “trophy points”, as allocated 
in the awards system. The trophy includes all organ- 
ized houseleague competitions. 


The Athletic Major Award recognizes those 
players of outstanding ability who have played on 
teams in interscholastic competition. It is a white 
chenille “V”, eight inches high, worn on the awards 
sweater. The Athletic Minor, a four inch white

chenille “V", is for those players on an interschol- 
astic team who have been outstanding players but 
have not qualified for the Athletic Major Award. 


The activities awards, major and minor, are con- 
sidered as special awards for exceptional work in 
extra-curricular activities, including both cultural 
and athletic administration. The Major Award in- 
cludes activities such as lead parts of excellent 
plays, orchestra work, musicals and other such acti- 
vities. Outstanding work on any publication, admin- 
istrative and executive efforts connected with the 
Students’ Council, houseleague, and club activities 
involing interscholastic participation are also in- 
cluded. 


The Activities Minor Award is intended to give 
recognition to students of noticeable merit in the 
above field. The Major and Minor Activities Awards 
are red Old English “Vs”, eight inches and four 
inches in height respectively. 


Winners of Academic or Special Pins, and Acti- 
vity or Athletic crests are qualified to buy Award 
Sweaters. The pins and chenilles must be worn on 
award sweaters only. All club crests and insignia 
must be worn on school sweaters. 


Students who have participated on champion- 
ship school teams, either city or provincial may pur- 
chase white sweaters for girls or jackets for boys.
